Today's  Chicks  are  produced  by  a  highly  specialized  industry  of  more 
than  9,000  commercial  hatcheries.  Many  of  these  hatcheries  operate  under 
the  National  Poultry  Improvement  Plan.  Scenes  cover  the  basic  operations 
of  this  program,  including  selecting  breeders,  methods  of  testing  them  for 
pullorum  disease,  sanitation  procedures  in  the  hatchery  and  in  the  field, 
and  the  production  of  pedigreed  breeding  stock.  Emphasis  is  given  to  the 
point  that  raisers  should  carefully  choose  their  sources  of  chicks.  (Avail- 
able from  many  Extension  Service  and  State  College  film  libraries;  and 
for  sale  from  fjnited  World  Films,  Inc.,  1445  Park  Ave.,  New  York  29, 
New  York.
